We refer to the First Written Opinion of the fnternational Preliminary Examining Authority mailed 
on 17 March, 2005 in respect of the above application. 

Pursuant to Article 34, the Applicant requests the Internationa! Preliminary Examining Authority 
take into account the following comments when conducting the Internationai Preliminary 
Examination, 

COWIIVIENTS 

We note that in the First Written Opinion, the Examining Authority asserts that US 3465765 
"expiicitly discloses ail the features of claims 1-6" of the present application. We respectfully 
submit that this assertion is incorrect 

US 3465765 discloses a shelter for a vehicle including a horizontal plate 11 and a frame for 
suppori:ing a sheet material connected to the plate. Figures 1 to 4 show that the frame 
comprises a plurality of arcuate supports 17 extending both laterally and longitudinally across 
the plate 16. It is noted that at several locations on the frame one support cross over another 
to define join locations. 

However, we note that US 3465765 does not disclose at least two of the supports (hoop 
members) extending diagonallv across the plate 11 in a cruciform orientation as is stipulated by 
claim 1 of the present application. The diagonal extension of the hoop members 22 is clearly 
depicted on Figure 3 of the present application. Further, it appears that none of the cited 
documents D1 -D6 disclose this feature. 

The applicant has found that this diagonal support meniber configuration advantageously 
provides a stronger structure for resisting wind loads, whilst minimising the number of support 
(hoop) members required, in addition, resilient members can be used, which are/lighter and 
easier to store in kit form, ft is uncertain if the arcuate supports of US 3465765 are resilient as 
it is stated that they "may be flat bands of materia! such as plastic, or aluminium" (column 2. 
lines 26-27), which of course may be rigid or resilient.
